ABSTRACT 


The invention concerns a hole-punching processor that 
forms punched-holes, for binding sheets into a file, on the 
sheets, which are ejected after images are formed on them 
from an image forming apparatus such as, for example, a 
copying machine, a printer, a facsimile machine or a compound 
machine thereof. The hole-punching processor forms a 
punched-hole on a sheet residing in a conveying path for 
conveying the sheet through the hole-punching processor. The 
hole-punching processor includes a hole-punching device being 
movable in a direction perpendicular to a conveyance 
direction of the sheet and a sheet -edge detector to detect a 
side-edge of the sheet in a direction parallel to the 
conveyance direction of the sheet. The hole-punching device 
moves with the sheet -edge detector to a center of the sheet, 
based on positional information of the side-edge detected by 
the sheet-edge detector, to punch a hole in the sheet.
